A  PROCLAMATION  BY  THE  GOVERNOR. 

Whereas,  the  welfare  of  the  State  requires  the  immediate  as- 
sembling of  the  Legislature,  therefore,  I,  David  H.  Goodell, 
Governor,  by  virtue  of  the  power  vested  in  me  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  do  hereby  summon  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature  to  assemble  at  their  respective  halls 
in  this  city,  on  Tuesday,  the  second  day  of  December  next,  at 
II  o'clock  a.  m.,  there  to  consider  such  measures  as  may  be 
presented  to  them. 

Given  at  the  Council  Chamber  this  twenty-second 
day  of  November,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one 
[State  Seal.]    thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety,  and  of  the 
independence  of  the  United  States  the  one  hun- 
dred and  fifteenth.

Mr.  Speaker : 

The  Senate  concur  with  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  wait  on  His  Excellency  the  Gov- 
ernor and  inform  him  that  the  Legislature  is  now  organized  and 
is  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he  may  be  pleased  to 
make,  and  join  on  their  part  Senators  Means,  Balcom,  and  Moses. 

IN   CONVENTION. 

The  Senate  having  met  the  House  in  joint  convention,  His 
Excellency  the  Governor,  having  been  duly  announced,  appeared 
before  the  convention  and  read  the  following  message  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representaiives  : 

Since  the  election  in  this  State  on  the  4th  of  November  last, 
grave  questions  have  arisen  in  regard  to  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  clerk  of  the  present  House  of  Representatives,  and  in  regard 
to  the  constitutional  and  legal  rights  of  many  towns  to  represen- 
tation in  the  Legislature  that  will  convene  on  the  first  Wednesday 
in  January  next.  Out  of  these  questions  have  grown  radical  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  and  fierce  contentions,  which  threaten  the 
peace  and  dignity  of  the  State.  In  the  belief  that  it  is  entirely 
within  the  province  of  your  honorable  bodies  to  take  such  action 
as  will  decide  these  questions  beyond  dispute,  and  thereby  rescue 
the  State  from  impending  peril,  I  have  summoned  you  to  assem- 
ble in  extra  session. 

The  Constitution,  as  amended  in  1889,  forbids  the  classing  of 
towns  for  the  election  of  representatives  to  the  General  Court, 
and  thereby  the  towns  formerly  classed  come  under  the  constitu- 
tional provision  that  they  shall  be  pro  rated  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  such  representatives.  The  Legislature  at  its  last  session 
neglected  to  determine  the  proportionate  part  of  time  to  which 
such  towns  may  be  entitled  to  representation.  It  is  plain  that 
the  inhabitants  of  such  towns  are  entitled  to  a  fair  representa- 
tion. I  understand  that  each  of  the  towns  formerly  classed  has 
elected  a  representative.  By  a  plain  construction  of  the  Consti- 
tution none  of  them  are  entitled  to  admission. 

Again,  the  Constitution  allows  one  representative  to  every 
town  and  ward  having  six  hundred  inhabitants,  and  an  additional 
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representative  for  every  twelve  hundred  additional  people.  A 
large  number  of  representatives  have  been  elected  in  towns  and 
wards  according  to  the  increase  of  population  as  shown  by  the 
census  of  1890.  The  clerk,  in  making  up  his  roll  of  members  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  in  1881,  did  not  include  the  names 
of  those  elected  under  similar  circumstances.  The  next  day  after 
the  organization  of  the  House,  Mr.  Hatch  of  Greenland  intro- 
duced a  resolution  declaring  that  these  men  had  a  right  to  mem- 
bership. This  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee, 
upon  which  Mr.  Bingham  of  Littleton,  for  the  committee,  made 
the  following  report :  "  That  according  to  the  requirements  of 
the  Constitution  of  New  Hampshire,  representation  in  the  present 
House  is  based  on  the  census  of  the  United  States  taken  in  the 
year  1880." 

The  House  unanimously  adopted  this  report,  overruled  the 
action  of  the  clerk,  and  declared  that  these  men  were  entitled  to 
membership.  This  action  of  the  House  was  based  on  the  report 
presented  by  the  Judiciary  Committee,  that  such  additional  rep- 
resentatives were  entitled  to  their  seats,  not  by  the  favor  or  votes 
of  the  House,  but  as  a  matter  of  constitutional  right. 

What  action  should  be  taken  by  you  under  these  circumstances 
I  submit  to  your  candid  consideration.  I  regret  exceedingly  the 
circumstances  that  made  it  necessary  to  put  you  to  the  trouble 
and  the  State  to  the  expense  of  assembling  in  extra  session,  and  I 
hope  the  work  before  you  will  be  cheerfully  and  quickly  accom- 
plished. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Huntington  of  Hanover,  the  convention 
rose.

The  Committee  on  the  Judiciary,  feeling  that  an  appropriate 
expression  from  this  House  is  due  to  the  memory  of  General 
Marston,  report  the  following  resolution  and  recommend  its. 
adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  we  entertain  profound  respect  for  the  life  and 
character  of  our  late  associate,  Oilman  Marston,  and  we  make 
this  testimonial  of  our  estimate  of  him,  that  he  was  an  honest 
man,  a  good  citizen,  a  wise  legislator,  a  true  patriot,  and  a  brave 
soldier. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  the  resolution  unanimously 
adopted.
